WHEREAS, Mr. Trone was appointed as government appeal agent
for Local Board 166 of the Selective Service System in
Edwardsville, serving from 1965 to 1967; he was appointed as a
special assistant attorney general of the State of Illinois for
Madison County; he served as a trustee on the Board of Trustees
of Glen Carbon; he was appointed as an associate judge in
Madison County, serving from 1971 to 1975; after his
resignation as an associate Jjudge in 1975, he returned to

private practice, continuing to work until he retired January
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1, 1997; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Trone was licensed to practice law before the
Supreme Court of the United States, was a member of the
American Bar Association, the Illinois State Bar Association,

and the Madison County Bar Association; and

WHEREAS, D. Kent Trone was preceded in death Dby his
parents, Doane G. Trone and Mabel (Ray) Trone; and his brother,
Robert E.L. Trone; he is survived by his wife, Kay, nee Embrey,
Trone; his son, Mark D. (Toni) Trone; his daughter, Christine
K. (Scott) Stinnett; his grandchildren, Jordan and Lily Trone
and Noah and Tanner Stinnett; and his Dbrother, Dennis
